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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "32" has been used to designate both the freestream air 
and the pressurized fan bypass air. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the reference 
numeral 32 has been used to reference both the freestream air (pg. 5 line 20) and the 
pressurized fan bypass air (pg. 6 lines 1 and 7). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Corson, Jr. 
(USPN 3,938,742). 

Corson, Jr discloses an exhaust nozzle having a nacelle (14 and first annular ring 
16) having an inlet at a forward end (not shown but inherently present at the left of the 
illustrations in Figs 1 and 2), a main outlet at an aft end (at the rear tip of the first ring 
16), and a main duct. There is a secondary bypass duct (the passage between 14 and 
16) extending radially through the nacelle upstream of the main outlet and having an 
unobstructed secondary inlet in continuous flow communication with the main duct and 
an secondary outlet which surrounds the main outlet to discharge exhaust in confluent 
streams. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Corson, 

Jr. in view of Smith et al (USPN 6,129,309). 
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As set forth above Corson, Jr. discloses the invention substantially as claimed. 
Corson, Jr. does not discuss that the main and secondary outlets are sized in flow area 
to collectively discharge exhaust in confluent streams at the cruise design point or that 
the engine is a turbofan engine. Smith et al disclose a turbofan engine having a nacelle 
(13) which extends the full length of the engine and forms a single outlet (13b). At the 
time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
substitute a turbofan engine such as Smith et al's for the generic aircraft engine of 
Corson, Jr. in order to obtain a high thrust aircraft engine. It also would have been 
obvious to size the outlets for operation at the cruise design point since this is the 
typical design point for maximum performance and efficiency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-14 and 16-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tse and Klees disclose a noise reduction arrangements for 
turbofan engines, MacKinnon et al discloses a turbofan engine having an annular 
splitter member (38) in the fan bypass duct, and Cuthbertson et al disclose a bypass 
passage near a leading edge of a nacelle.
